1. The i' u iA (37 37 * E/54°12 * N ) airfield was located north of 

the town, west of the road to JOSCOYS ana south of the HR line to 
MOSCOW which crossed the mentioned road. 


2. The about 6,600 x 10,000 foot airfield, had two concrete runways, 
each about 5,000 feet Ion/?. The field bordered n a woods to the 
north. A thre* -story flight control station with a flat roof and 
an antenna on top was located on the eastern border. Five to 
six large radio trucks which occasionally changed their position 
were observed along the field border. 

3. The airfield was occupied by 200 to 300, mostly twin-engine, air- 
craft which were parked in long rows, usually four of them, one 
behind the other. Aircraft were observed taxying from the woods 
north of the field, where hangars v/cre possibly located. There 
was intensive flying. Twenty to fifty aircraft were seen in the 
air all day. 

4. Parachuting at different altitudes was done da il.\ from twin- 
engine aircraft. Eaoh aircraft carried a 26*to 28-man party. The 
paratroopers, who were quartered in the town, were trucked to 
the airfield daily. 


o. Jet fighters flying at an altitude of about 2,500 feet were 

observed on five days. It could not be determined whether these 
aircraft took off from and landed at the airfield.
